Tue following charge was delivered to 
the grand jury, in Provo, last Tuesday 
week, by the Hon, Henry KR.

“Gentlemen of the grand jury: —Were 
you assembled in the capacity of grand ju- 
rorson the part of the Territory,I should 
have much to say to you, not only on the 
subject of grave and serious offeuces that 
have been committed within this district, 
but also recognizing that the grand jurors 
are the exposers of abuses, and dereliction 
of duties should direct you to inquire 
whether the subordinate officers—the 
magistrates, sheriffs, and prosecuting offi- 
cers in the different counties, had done 
their duty wherever a crime was commit- 
ted within their respective jurisdiction in 
bringing the perpetrators to punishment; 
but realizing from experience the broad 
and wide distinction between United States 
aod Territorial courts, and which seems 
different from every other Territory, to 
have been bere strangely mingled togeth- 
er; 1 have to instract you that you are 
assembled eutirely in the capacity of jurors 
on the part of the United Statcs; that your 
inquiries will be confined to infractions of 
the laws of the United States.

POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Presipent Lixcotn declares, in his in- 
augural, that he will take care that the 
laws of the Union be faithfully enforced 
in all the states, to the extent of his ability. 
Under existing circumstances this is a 
most important qualification, as the Presi- 
dent himself virtually acknowledges that, 
of the large body of United States sta- 
tutes, the laws for the collection of the 
federal revenue are the only ones which 
he deems it advisable or practicable to 
enforce in the rebel states. The laws of 
the United States are executed through 
the agency of subordinate local officers. 
At no man can be compelled to hold of- 
fice without his consent, the laws become 
inoperative from the want of instroments 
to execute them. Mr. Lincoln deems it 
unwise to further irritate a disaffected 
people by sending among them a host of 
appointees from abroad, and the only ex- 
ertion of executive power be will attempt 
in the seceded states will be to hold the 
— property and collect the revenue. 

t may fairly be questioned whether exist- 
ing laws are adequate to enable him to 
maintain even this small modicum of an- 
thority; and If, on exapination, it ghould 
be found that they arenot, the President 
'evill have to ider fhe expediewcy of 
Polling an extt@ sessiongf Congress. 

The Presidest has no power to enforce 
the laws —_ by the methods pre- 
scribed by existing legislation. Ifa per- 
son commits acrime (smuggling for ex- 
ample) to which the laws of the United 
States affix a pegalty, he can be tried 
only in the state where the crime was 
committed, and by a jury of the rvicinage. 
Bat ifno person will hold the office of 
marshal, who will summon the jury? _If 
nobody will consent to be judge, who will 
hold the court? If nobody will be dis- 
trict attorney, who will manage the prose- 
cution? Or, if we could: overlook these 
insuperable obstacles, what jury, in one 
of the seceded states, would convict his 
fellow citizen and fellow rebel under laws 
to which they have alike abjured their 
allegiance? A law without » penalty is 
practically null; but how are penalties to 
be inflicted when the whole machinery 
for administering justice is broken down
